SEPTEMBER 30, 1964 

COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART AND THE ART SCHOOL 


The meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School 
was held at the Gallery at 10:30 o'clock. The meeting was called to order 
by Mr. Finley, the other members present being Messrs. Hamilton, Glover, 
Wilson and Gray. The Secretary and Assistant Secretary were also present. 

The Secretary called the attention of the Committee to an indirect 
feeler from Mr. Monte Appel in which he sounded out the Gallery's interest 
in again considering the offer of the Portrait of Asa Clapp by Jarvis. 

The Secretary reported that under the circumstances, which are familiar 
to the members of the Committee, he had suggested to the intermediary that 
another institution, such as the National Portrait Gallery, would be a more 
logical recipient. 

In the absence of the watercolor by Louis Eilshemius the Committee 
voted to accept it with thanks should Mr. Finley find that he wishes to offer 
it. 


Your Committee approved the acceptance of the offer of the unre¬ 
stricted gifts of the following: 

1. Fantasy , a painting by Henry Golden Dearth, offered by 
Mildred Hayward (Mrs. John B.). 

2. Squaring the Circle , a painting by Richard Anuszkiewicz, 
offered by The Friends of The Corcoran. 

3. Shepherd , a woodcut by Irving Amen, offered by Dr. and 
Mrs. Morton Edelman. 

The Secretary read correspondence from Mr. Lowenthal, on behalf 
of the Edith and Milton Lowenthal Foundation, Inc., making an offer of a 
gift of the painting Tran s c end an c e by Abraham Rattner, which is contingent 
upon the Gallery's completing its arrangements with Mrs. Halpert regarding 
the establishment of The Gallery of Twentieth Century American Art. 

Your Committee also accepted the painting Female Nude , the unre¬ 
stricted gift of Lansdell K. Christie, with the stipulation that it be 
sold at auction and the proceeds credited to the Purchase of Works of Art 
Fund. 


Your Committee agreed with the Secretary's recommendation not to 
proceed with the acquisition of John Durand's painting Colonel Leaverett 
Hubbard as a purchase from the Kennedy Galleries for the sum of $5,000 and 
Thomas Cole's The Return from the Tournament. 
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Your Committee considered the purchase of a bronze Crucifixion by 
J 0 hn Singer Sargent, from Ralph Curtis. It felt that the acquisition would 
be of value to the Gallery but preferred to see if the Secretary could find 
a collector who would be interested in acquiring it with the view to an 
eventual gift or bequest to the Gallery. The bronze will be kept as an un¬ 
insured loan for a period of approximately six months. 

The President conducted a detailed discussion of the offer of 
gift of the paintings belonging to Edith Gregor Halpert and The Downtown 
Gallery. He went into detail as to the progress that had been made by the 
attorneys for Mrs. Halpert during the summer months, which has resulted in 
the favorable action of the Internal Revenue Service regarding Mrs. Halpert*s 
tax liability and the formulation of a draft Deed of Agreement which in prin¬ 
ciple was satisfactory to Mrs. Halpert*s attorney, and Mrs. Halpert, and to 
himself as Counsel for the Gallery. It was the unanimous feeling of the 
members present that the collection should be recommended for acceptance to 
the Board assuming that the contracts as finally drawn up were satisfactory. 
Some discussion ensued on the need to raise funds for the building alter¬ 
ations. It was suggested that Mr. David Lloyd Kreeger be asked to head a 
fund-raising drive. In this connection the Secretary suggested that con¬ 
sideration be given to giving Mr. Kreeger a close association with the Board, 
possibly as an Officer, which would make his position as head of our fund¬ 
raising drive much more tenable. The President was requested to obtain an 
approximate estimate from a building contractor, such as Davis, Wick, of the 
costs involved in the physical changes which would be necessary. The Assistant 
Secretary demonstrated to the Committee the recommended new allocation of 
space for the Art School to make up for the galleries to be taken away for the 
use of the Halpert collection. The tabulation of space indicates that in 
giving up 4,000 square feet of studio space the School will be allocated 4,800 
feet in its new location. The Secretary pointed out that the demands of the 
School for space were ever increasing. He stated, as an example, that en¬ 
rollment for the Fall Semester was approximately 750 adults as opposed to 
c. 600 adults in 1963. Some discussion ensued as to the possible use of the 
Old Corcoran Gallery as a possible site for the Corcoran School. Mr. Finley 
was encouraged to investigate the possibilities of the building being given 
or made available to the Trustees for this use. The Secretary was also asked 
to consult with the School Faculty and with The Women's Committee regarding 
the plans for the Art School. 

The following exhibitions were duly authorized: 

1. William Baziotes memorial exhibition 

2. Works by Kandinski, Miro and Picasso in the David Lloyd 
Kreeger Collection 

3. Washington Artists Series: Paul Reed 

The request of two individuals to be permitted to have two plaster 
casts made of the Veiled Nun was refused. 

The Secretary reported that the painting Indians Camping by a Stream 
attributed to Charles Caleb Ward, accepted at the last meeting of the Committee 
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as a life-estate gift of Mrs. James F. M. Stewart had, at her request, been 
withdrawn. A new legal instrument has accordingly been drawn and executed. 

The reason the painting was withdrawn is that the Gallery T s appraiser ap¬ 
praised the painting at only $50. 

The Secretary also reported that the gift of the painting Woods 
and Pasture offered by Mrs. Snowden A. Fahnestock, which was accepted by 
your Committee at the meeting held on June 23, 1964, has subsequently been 
determined to be a forgery by Mr. Victor Spark. Mr. Spark’s opinion was in¬ 
dependently substantiated by the technical examination of our Restorer and 
two other independent authorities on American painting. The Secretary will 
advise Mrs. Fahnestock of this conclusion, of which she has already been given 
preliminary warning, and will cause the painting to be returned to her. 

The Secretary reported briefly on the Summer Session of The Corcoran 
School of Art which had a most successful season. Enrollment was up from 220 
to 450 over the preceding year. 

The Secretary reported that with the approval of the President and 
Treasurer an additional design course for the Advertizing Design Department 
had been established, with the proviso that enrollment more than offset the 
salary of the instructor. 

The Secretary reported that all the recipients of The Ford Foundation 
Art School Scholarships had accepted the grants and enrolled in the School. 

Considerable discussion ensued on the establishment of a Department 
of Education under the sponsorship of The Women’s Committee. Your Committee 
feels that because of the probable imminent favorable outcome of the ne¬ 
gotiations with Mrs. Halpert that it would be inadvisable at this time to 
establish such a department when the needs of the Gallery in other directions 
would be so pressing. 

The Secretary reported that he was endeavoring to have the Corcoran 
Gallery placed on the proposed minibus tour advocated by Secretary Udall. 

The Secretary reported the receipt of a short list of American 
paintings which the Curator, Mr. Hoopes, feels could be eliminated from the 
collections without loss. Your Committee urges further investigation of pos¬ 
sible additional material, especially in the field of European works of art. 

The Secretary reported the resignation of Donelson F. Hoopes as 
Curator to be effective during the month of November. He stated that Mr. 
Hoopes, with the approval of his new employer, Mrs. Halpert, would fulfill 
all his pending commitments during the balance of the season.

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RESOLVED : That the President be instructed to submit the proposal to 
each member of the Board of Trustees, together with a financial esti¬ 
mate to be supplied by the Treasurer, giving the members of the Board 
an opportunity to be well prepared to consider the matter again at 
the October meeting, and to advise the Chairman of The Women’s Committee 
of the action of the Board. 

The Secretary then read a letter received from Mrs. Robert B. Nelson, 
acting for the Executive Committee of The Women’s Committee. This letter 
advised the Director that at a meeting of the Executive Committee (of which 
neither he nor the Assistant Director, both of whom by The Women’s Com¬ 
mittee’s By-Laws are members of this Committee, had been notified) it had 
been voted to contribute to the Gallery a sum not to exceed $1,500 for the 
employment of a Librarian for the Art School library during the current sum¬ 
mer session and for the regular school in the fall. Considerable discussion 
of this letter ensued. The Comptroller pointed out that for social security, 
life insurance, hospitalization insurance and unemployment compensation a 
total of $191 would be necessary to cover these costs, and that this would 
therefore reduce the amount actually available as take-home pay of the pro¬ 
posed new employee by approximately $200. The President was thereupon em¬ 
powered to accept this offer making it clear in his letter that the head of 
the Summer Art School (Mr. Jack Perlmutter) must meet and pass on the quali¬ 
fications of any candidate for this position and, if satisfactory to him 
then secure the approval of the Director before the actual appointment is 
made. The matter of the schedule of hours of work would also be determined 
by the head of the Art School. It was further provided that the total 
compensation not exceed the amount available, i.e. $1,300. 

The Board declined with regret the request of Mrs. Waldron Faulkner, 
on behalf of the American Institute of Architects, to hold a luncheon for 
the wives of members at the Gallery in June of 1965. 

Because the meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School 
had only been concluded a short while before the Board convened, the Chair, 
in lieu of the submission of minutes of this meeting, briefed the members of 
the Board present on the actions and recommendations taken. Whereupon the 
actions of said Committee were approved, as well as the reports of the 
Curator, Registrar and Art School, and ordered placed on file with the 
minutes of this meeting. 

The Chair, for the benefit of Messrs. Thom and Bradley who had not 
attended the earlier meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art 
School, reported on recent developments with respect to the Halpert gift. 

He indicated that there was a possibility that the deeds of gift might be 
submitted for the consideration of the Trustees in July. He also stated 
that while he personally was not prepared to be the Chairman of a fund¬ 
raising committee, he would assist in that endeavor. The preparations 
necessary to prepare for this important addition to the Gallery’s collections 
will take time and effort. It would be wise, knowing how time consuming are 
the preparation of architectural plans for building alterations, and the later 
determination of firm renovation and construction costs, not to mention the 
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time involved in planning and conducting a fund-raising campaign, to allow 
from two and one-half to three years between the signing of any deeds and 
the date for a public opening of the completed project. 

Mr. Bradley presented the quarterly report of the Committee on the 
Building and Grounds, which was accepted and ordered placed on file. 

Mr. Bradley then brought up the matter of the proposed changes to the 
electrical system in the Gallery. The firm of Frank J. Sullivan and Asso¬ 
ciates have thoroughly investigated the existing electrical system and have 
presented a proposal with a base bid and seven additional areas that need 
either rewiring or entirely new wiring. Mr. Bradley is to meet with Mr. 
Wareham of this firm to review the proposal before submitting it to various 
firms for detailed bids. 

The quarterly report of the Supervisor of Extension Services was ex¬ 
cerpted by the Secretary. Increases were noted in Membership income, in 
income from the Sales Desk and in the Art Rental Gallery; attendance rose 
from 20,927 in 1963 to 31,396 in 1964. The report was accepted and ordered 
placed on file. 

The Secretary also reported that in connection with the Sargent exhi¬ 
bition, paid admissions amounted to $5,026.00 and catalogue sales $1,420.75, 
for a total of $6,546.75. The Trustees expressed satisfaction with the re¬ 
sult of this experiment in charging admission to selected special exhibitions. 
No member present reported having heard any complaints about the admission 
charge. 

The matter of the form to be used on invitations to activities taking 
place in the Gallery, which had been considered at the April meeting and 
tabled, was again brought up. It was the decision of the Board that no 
exception be made to the approved form which is ’’The Trustees of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art and (the name of the secondary organization)’’. The President 
is to communicate this decision to the three affiliated groups. The Secretary 
was instructed that in the case of other organizations using our facilities 
for approved purposes the same form will also be required. 

There being no further business the meeting was adjourned at 4:50 o’clock.

MEMORANDUM

FROM: Hermann Warner Williams, Jr. 


I have your memorandum of September 11th reporting the unfortunate 
disparity in the salary of Mr. Perimutter as Head of the Summer School and 
that of one of the ceramic instructors, Mr. '.bright. 

I agree that the rate of compensation appears to be unequitable. 
However, I call your attention to the fact that the salaries for the 
Summer School were based on the figures recommended by the School in which 
you participated. I recall also that in my discussions with Mr. Perimutter 
on the whole matter of his heading the Summer School, that I went into the 
matter of the summer faculty and their compensation. Mr. Perimutter knew 
and agreed to the compensation he was to receive for teaching his class 
and the additional compensation he was to receive for his administrative 
duties as Head of the Summer School. If he had felt this was inadequate 
or out of proportion to any other instructor he should have called that to 
our attention before accepting. I believe Mr. Perimutter taught only one 
class and Mr. Wright two classes, and if this is so it would not appear to 
me that there was as serious a discrepency as you indicate. Neither I, 
the Comptroller nor the Trustees made any changes in the schedule of 
compensation for the Summer School faculty, but acted on the recommendations 
received from the School. 

I will, however, bring this matter to the attention of the Comptroller 
who will undoubtedly take it up with our Treasurer and see if anything can 
be done to rectify this retroactively. 

I do not mean to beat a dead horse, and I must emphasize that it 
is much easier on all concerned if things are carefully thought through at 
fll the beginning.

THE CORCORAM SCHOOL OF ART 
Quarterly Report 
June 1 - September 30, 1964 

A report by Mr. Jack Perlmutter was submitted reviewing 
activities of the school from June 15 to August 7• From all 
indications, this was one of the most successful summer sessions 
in the school’s history. 

Fall registration under the new system planned by Mrs. Kov¬ 
ner proved to be very satisfactory. However, our registration 
arrangements with The George Washington University could stand 
improvement. Professor Donald Kline, Chairman of the Art 
Department, and I intend to study the matter further and work 
out a better solution for the Spring Term. 

Our enrollment in the regular art school program for the 
Fall Term will reach 750, or an increase of 144 over last year. 
Saturday School enrollment is 295, a decrease of approiimately 
200 from last year. This decrease is the result of a deliberate 
policy to limit classes to 20 students and to set the minimum 
age at 10 years. We thereby hope to improve the quality of 
the instruction. 

The structured courses in Drawing and Painting instituted 
this year are functioning extremely well. Drawing I has a 
total of 90 students in three classes. Drawing lx has a total 
enrollment of 29; Painting I, 53; Painting II, 36; Painting III, 
20; Painting IV, 19; and graduate thesis courses show a total 
enrollment of 5. We have every reason to expect an increas- 



ing enrollment in the advanced courses of our structured pro¬ 
gram during the next two years stemming from our basic levels. 

There was a great demand for an additional section in 
both Design I and Drawing X. Mrs. Joan Caryl was appointed to 
teach the additional section in Design and Mr. Harold Isen's 
hours were redistributed (but not increased) to handle the 
additional Drawing section. The latter solution is workable 
and practical this year, but it is felt that thought should 
be given to hiring an additional part-time instructor to 
handle the additional Drawing section for the next academic year. 

At our first faculty meeting on September 14, the faculty by 
majority vote was in favor of forming an Executive Committee 
consisting of departmental chairmen (and Mr. Archer, if he 
accepts). It will be the duty of this committee to review 
various school problems from time to time and to submit reports 
via the Chairman of Faculty to the Gallery administration. The 
formation of this committee is a valuable step in streamlining 
the problems which arise in the Art School requiring respon¬ 
sible consideration and organization. 

Mr. Joseph Taney has submitted his plans and report for 
a photographic laboratory, the total cost of which has been 
lowered from $2500.00 to $2,279.00, a saving of $221.00 over 
his original estimate. 

Mr. Perlmutter*s report on expanses for etching and lithography 
and Mr. . Don Turano' s report on the xvelding addition will be 
studied and submitted with my recommendation to the Gallery 


Administration at the earliest possible date. (These reports 
were submitted to the Gallery before the Fall Term and should 
be on file in the Gallery Office and accessible for study 
according to Mr. Richard Madigan.)

Corcoran School of Art, from June 15 - August 7 5 1964, during which 
time I was Head of the Summer School.

It is to be understood that a summer school is different from school 
during the regular academic year; problems come up which require a 
totally different approach and different solutions. 

The usual summer school plan is acceleration. Such a program 
for an art school is deceptive. Creative art cannot be hurried. At 
the same time, there is just a short time to do so much, the atmosphere 
is one of acceleration. Also, students in a summer program are less 
apt to have other subjects upon which to concentrate. For that reason, 
summer students can feel that they are being complete artists for a 
short time even if it is impossible to"paint faster." 

In the summer months, there is a more relaxed attitude towards 
schooling. All of these attitudes have to fit together. Pedantic 
rules do not work successfully during summer school. Students have 
to be treated as if they were choosing this discipline for themselves 
and are therefore capable of making themselves work to their fullest 
capacity.

As an overall problem, the fact remains that much has to be 
accomplished in the short time of five weeks (June 16 - July 20 
for George Washington University-Corcoran students) or eight weeks 
(June 15 - August 7) for exclusively Corcoran students). 

With few rules, but strict ones, almost all of the art students 
chose to work seriously and consistently. The results were excellent 
as shown by the many exhibits in the halls and school office. 

There was no class time wasted on clerical details or non-art 
matters thanks to the excellent job done by our registrar, Mrs. Mary 
Kovner. 

Enrollment was almost double that of the previous summer. 

Open House was held on Wednesday, July 29, a week before the last 
day of school. More than five hundred interested guests spent the 
morning and early afternoon observing classes at work, visiting the 
various facilities of the school, viewing exhibits, and listening to 
a lecture on the values of art schooling. 

Enthusiasm for the program and the work was sustained by the 
"ideas" from the faculty. I asked each of the instructors to comment 
on the following: 

1. Planning to be done prior to school opening. 

2. More efficient registration. 

3. Work of the class itself. 

4. What space should be used for exhibits? What kind? How often? 

5. Since guest lecturers are not available, do you think each 
instructor should lecture to the whole student body once a school 
session in the auditorium? 

6 . What about a school bulletin telling news of the school and 
6 art news of the city? 

7. Would you like an end-of-term social for students and faculty? 

8 . Ideas for end of term exhibit. 

9. Should there be stricter supervision of the instructors by the 
school administration? 

10. Other ideas.

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs 
to submit the following report covering the period June I 
through September 30, |9 64 « 

A thorough clean up of the school was made 
during the two week period prior to the opening of summer 
school on the 15th of June, foI lowing the termination of 
regular classes. In addition, window air conditioners were 
removed from the basement apartment and placed in the 
school office. An exhaust fan was installed in the school 
commons room and the floor was repainted and sealed. A 
new ventilation system for classroom I on the third floor 
was instalied. 

As part of the Gallery's continuing program 
of refurbishing exhibition galleries, galleries 75, 76, 
and 77 ( housing the Clark Col lection) were repainted 
during the summer. The appearance of these exhibition 
galleries has been greatly improved by the repainting and 
the re-instaI lation of the col lection. The cases housing 
decorative arts in gallery 77 were removed in an effort 
to make the presentation more meaningful. 
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The ceiling of the galleries housing the American collection- 
galleries 65 and 68- were also repainted. 

A number of purchases were made to improve the 
appearance of the building and the efficiency of the staff. 

They include: 

1. A 15 inch Atlas floor machine from Dixie 
Janitor Supply Co., $350. 

2. Rubber door mat (6X 12) for front entrance 
from Potomac Rubber Co., $140,40, 

3. Six frame lights for the Joan of Arc paintings. 

In addition all palms on the main staircase were repoted. 

Of primary importance is the electrical renovations 
project. Your committee has worked with Frank J« Sullivan 
Associates, Engineers to complete a survey of the electrical 
system at the Gallery and have carefully considered their 
recommendations for improvements. 

Invitations to bid on electrical renovations were 
sent to a number of contractors and seven bids were received; 
Harrison Associates, lnc», 1344 Maryland Avenue, N.E. being 
the lowest; the following work has been contracted for: 

Base Bid : 

For al1 work in connection with new panel MDP2, new panel MDP3, 
panel E5A, E5D, and associated feeders, including removals and 
new lighting of galleries 62, 63, and 64. 

Alternate 2 

For all work in connection with panel E5C and associated feeders, 
including new lighting in gallery 8l« 
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Alternate 3 

For all work in connection with new panel MDPI, panel EIA, 
and associated feeders, including removals. 

Alternate 4 

For al1 work in connection with panel E2A, panel E2B, panel 
G, and associated feeder, including clay mixer receptacle 
and removaIs. 

Alternate 5 

For all work in connection with new distribution switchboard 
and associated feeders to new MDPI, new MDP2, and new MDP3, 
including removals and new underground electrical service. 

A new telephone switchboard was installed during 
September at an additional cost of $17*30 per month. The exist¬ 
ing switchboard was changed to Bell type 555 and three auxilary 
IInes were added for the Director, the School, and the Member¬ 
ship office. The installation charge was $35.00 for these 
phones. Communications have been improved as a result of

Dear Mr. Williams: 

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the foI lowing 
report on activities and progress of this department covering the 
period from June I through September 30, 1964 . 

1. MEMBERSHIP 

Membership income during the period covered by this report was 
$16,733 as compared to $14,880 for the same time in 1963. Total 
Membership was 3777 for the four months in 1964 and 3208 for the same 
time in 1963. A detailed report, compiled by the Membership 
Secretary, is attached. 

2. SALES DESK 

Gross income at the Sales Desk for the four months ending September 
30, 1964 was $7709.12, whereas it was $4983.63 in 1963. This is an 
increase of $2,725.49 , due mostly to a consistent rise in sales of 
postcards, photographs, outside publications and reproductions. 

3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 

No exhibitions of this type were held in the period covered by this 
report. 

4. PUBLICITY 

Considerable press coverage was given the various activities at 
The Corcoran School of Art during the summer months. Several of the 
instructors, including Jack Perlmutter, Head of the 1964 Summer 
Session, Harold Isen, instructor in Drawing, and Keith Metzler, 
instructor in Interior Design, appeared on local television programs. 
The Faculty Exhibition in the School Gallery, the Open House in the 









middle of the Session and the students who received Corcoran 
Fellowships under the recent Ford Foundation Grant were all 
mentioned in local papers, several of which reproduced 
photographs of these events. 

The Film Series for Children, organized by The Associates of 
The Corcoran Gal lery, was very we I I covered by articles and 
photographs of some of the prospective subscribers. The August 
14th issue of The Christian Science Monitor carried a second 
article on the exhibition "The Private World of John Singer 
Sargent" with another photograph of one of the works Included. 

On August I 6th the 1 1 1ustrated London News had a two-page 
photographic spread on the same exhibition and the September issue 
of the magazine Arts contained the second article on the Sargent 
exhibition dealing with it in depth and reproducing a large 
number of the works featured. 

Both Summer exhibitions, "Area Artists in the Permanent Col lection 
of The Corcoran" and "100 Years of American Printmaking from the 
Permanent Col lection of The Corcoran" were reviewed by al I of the 
Washington papers. 

Finally, the forthcoming exhibition ART:USA received good advance 
publicity by the two major Washington papers at the end of July. 

ART RENTAL SERVICE 


In spite of the fact that the Art Rental Gallery was officially 
closed during most of the four summer months and operated on a 
"by appointment only" basis, income from rental fees, commissions 
and overdue charges amounted to $1886.50 on September 30, 1964, 
as compared to $1020.50 in 1963.

REPORT OF OPERATION OF CLARK WING AND COLLECTION OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY FOR 
THE YEAR OF 1963 AND STATEMENT OF PROJECTS PROPOSED FOR THE YEAR 1964; ALSO 
COMPARISON OF COSTS OF OPERATION IN 1963 AND PROPOSED BUDGET FOR 1964. 


Report for 196 3 


RENOVATION 

1. Galleries 69, 70, and 71 received a much-needed repainting, involving 
walls and ceilings in all three galleries. 

2. The French Room received a thorough cleaning, in which the window 
curtains were removed and washed, the long wall mirrors polished, and the rug 
thoroughly vacumed. 

CONSERVATION 

1. The major effort of the year for the Restorer, Russell J. Quandt, was 
the complete refinishing of Elderly Man in an Armchair , by Rembrandt van Ryn. 

In stripping the old varnish from the picture surface, it was discovered that 
the painting bears both a signature and a date, located at the extreme upper 
edge of the canvas. Because of the unusual placement of the inscriptions, it 
is presumed that the painting was cut down in size at some time in the past. 

The restoration also disclosed the presence of another detail that was 
formerly obscured by the darkened varnish. In the hand of the man represented:, 
there is now to be seen a large black hat. 

2. Ross Wheat, the frame restorer, completely refinished the frame for 
the Rembrandt portrait, returning it to its former antiqued appearance which 
had been damaged during the occurrence of vandalism to some of the frames in 
the collection. Cost of repair was $100. 

3. Mr. Wheat also restored the frame for the Corot L andscape , at a 

cost of $45. — 

4. Irene and Rowan LeCompte, designers and makers of stained glass 
windows. New York, inspected the early 18th century French windows in 
Gallery 79. Mr. LeCompte applied a sealing compound to a crack in one of the 
windows, and made recommendations for the future conservation of these glasses. 

In his opinion, the windows which contain stained and painted glass should be 
backed on the outside with a special protective, translucent glass so that the 
original materials will not undergo the otherwise harsh climactic changes which 
they now experience. There was no charge for the minor repair or the consultation. 
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PROJECTS PROPOSED FOR 1964 


Renovation and Installation 


Gallery 76 will receive a complete repainting and floor polishing daring 
the summer. The Dutch and Flemish paintings will be rehung in the gallery 
along with three paintings now hanging in Corridor 3. The Collection of 17th 
century Delft ware, formerly housed in gallery 76 will be transferred to 
Corridor 3, where it will join the other ceramics in the W. A. Clark 
Collection. $400. 

The Boutet de Monvel Joan of Arc series, now displayed in the corridor 
ajacent to the French Room, will be newly lighted for better viewing. $80. 

Protective guards for the Gobelins tapestries in gallery 46 will be 
provided to eliminate damage. $50. 


Conservation 

The restoration of the Jean Mari de Deban harpsichord has been under¬ 
written by private donation, and the project has been assigned to Jay Scott 
Odell, harpsichord maker and restoration consultant to The Smithsonian 
Institution. It is hoped that Mr Odell will have completed his work early 
in 1965. $1300. 

Conservation must continue on the paintings in the collection, notably on 
the Van Dyck and Turner paintings in the Rotunda, and on paintings in the 
Dutch and Flemish collections. The cleaning and restoration costs for 1964 
are estimated at $2500. 

The repair or replacement of damaged or unsuitable picture frames will 
require at least $500. 


Publications 


Dr. Carl C. Dauterman, Associate Curator of Western European Arts, The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, has written an essay on the Avon and 
Palissy wares in the collection. This will appear in a Gallery Bulletin 
to be published later in the year. $1000 is the estimated cost for this. 


COMPARISON OF COSTS OF OPERATION IN 1963 AND BUDGET FOR 1964 


The Clark Endowment Fund, as we have reported before, is invested in 
accordance with sound current practices: about 60% of the Fund has been placed 
in real estate notes and about 40% has been placed in good common stocks. 

The income from the Fund in 1963 exceeded our estimate hy $1109.17. 

You will be pleased to note from the table below that the income from 
investments has increased by almost $11,000 since 1950.

You will be pleased to learn that we have consolidated the Fire and 
Liability Insurance and our Fine Arts Policy with premiums paid up for five 
years in the future, effecting considerable savings while assuring the 
collection of complete coverage. 

Each year the Gallery must somehow provide for the continuing needs of 
the Clark Collection. That collection, though unchanged in content through 
the years must be maintained through expert and costly conservation. This 
year we have been able to undertake the restoration of the harpsichord, an 
important element in our Boucher d'Orsay period room. However, because of the 
lack of funds available for such projects and related efforts, it has been 
necessary to postpone plans for the provision of adequate storage facilities 
for material not on exhibition, such as rugs, furniture and ceramics. The 
publication of one scholarly study of a part of the collection is but a 
gesture in the direction of elucidating the contents of the whole collection by 
way of catalogues and monographs. We hope that at some near future date, we 
may embark upon a more ambitious program of publishing; however, that will 
require additional funds which are not currently available for this purpose. 
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
